SHADE TREES THAT BLOOM 


e may be aye sticking in a tree. 
It 


(BY EDWARD IRVING FARRINGTON) 


"AA-hen ve has naethinel else to do, | from insect pests or fungjis troubles,

and makes a clean, stout growth. The 
tree will ultimately grow a hundred 
feet high in good soil, and has long 
greenish-white flowers in large panicles 
at the ends of the branches. Following 
the flowers come pods which resemble 
those of beans and which often stick 
to the tree through the winter, giving 
it a peculiar aspect. In Revolutionary 
times the seeds in these pods were used 
for making coffee, which accounts for 
the name the tree row 'bears. 


AVhen the ordinal y 
man 
thinks of 


shade trees, he thinks of Maples as^a 
matter of course, and some of the Ma- 
ples may be included in a list of shade 
trees that have attractive flowers. The 
Norway Maple is tne one which I shall 
mention as being especially worth re- 
commending. It is a very cosmopolitan 
sort of tree, for in spite of its name, it 
grows all over the European continent, 
and thrives just as well here as at home. 
Thf flowers, which open before the 
leaves, are greenish-yellow, and arrang- 
ed in compact round clusters. The Nor- 
way Maple is handsome all the year 
through and bears the hard conditions 
of city life unusually well 
Moreover 
it grows better at the seashore than 
most of our native trees. 


The Japanese Pagoda tree is the un- 


usual name which has been given to a 
very attractive, although not a very 
large tree from the far east. It doesn't 
suggest a pagoda in any way, and prob- 
ably received its name because of the 
ocation in which it is often found in 
Japan,

•rs in their reason. There are many 


O 
rood lawn trees which have attractive 
jlooms, but perhaps none is more valu- 
_ble than the Linden. Indeed, the Lin 
den is a very unusual tree. It mak^s 
'airly thick growth and almost invar- 
aiblj" takes on a sj-mmctrical outline. It 
casts a dense shade, ind it is as useful 
as any tree which grows for avenue 
planting, especially in the suburbs. No 
doubt the best known species is the 
Amercian Linden or Basswood, which 
s attractive not only for its small, yel- 
o\v flowers that fill the air with fra- 
grance and attract an army of bees, 
jut also for its broad, heart-shaped 
eaves. This Linden is hardy, will grow 
n almost any soil, and is unsurpassed 
.'or lawn planting. A somewhat similar 
species is prized all through Europe, 
and is responsible for the term, "Unter 
den Linden" which has been given to 
one of Berlin's most famous thorough- 
'ares. It is a quick growing tree of 
good habits, and well worth planting 


;re. 
Although not quite so good as shade 
trees perhaps, the larger 
Magnolias 
compensate for any lack in this respect 
by their beautiful blooms. 
Two good 


k'inds are Magnolia macrophylla and 
Magnolia glauca. The former has the 
argest leaves and the largest flowers 
of any tree that grows outside the tro- 
jics, the leaves, often measuring 30 
inches Itfng, and the great white flow- 
er cups being a foot across. The tree 
Is perfectly hardy, but 
% should have a 
somewhat sheltered position, because 
otherwise the leaves are whipped into 
strands by high winds. Magnolia glauca 
is not auie so showy, perhaps, but nev- 
ertheless a very fine tree. In the north 
it is usually no more than a large 
shrub, but in the south makes a good 
sized tree. 
Anther handsome tree and a relative 


of the Magnolia is the Tulip Poplar, a 
native tree that does exceedingly well 
almost anywhere. 
It has dark green 


foliage, and in June produces creamy 
yellow, fragrant tulip like flowers that 
are verv interesting. 
This is a tree 


which should always, be planted in the 
spring if possible. 
If the Tulip tree 
has favorable conditions, it will often 
reach a height of a hundred feet or 
more, and the straight, towering trunk 
makes a most pleasing object anywhere. 
In quite a different class from the 


Magnolias, both as to size and general 
appearance, the Horsechestnut is still 
a tree to be valued for its blooms. The 
fact that is not generally known, hut 
the common Horsechestnut is a native 
of Greece. The American members of 
the family are mostly called Buckeyes. 
The big white flowering European 
Horsechestnut is an exceedingly valu- 
able shade tree, but by preference 
should have a location which is. not 
too dry., for otherwise there seems to be 
danger, of the leaves turning brown in 
summer. 
, 


Tt is pleasant to have trees which 


flower in summer 
a<» well as* In the. 


s"Hntr. and the Catalnas usually r>ro 
ducc their fine show of bloomi in July. 
For quick blooming lawn trees the Ca- 
taloas are not easily surpassed, and 
seem to thrive in cither dry or moist 
soil. They do not cast a very heavy 
shade, but are ornamental aid satis- 
factory In' many situations. 
Thr> long 
pods which succeed the blooms alwavs 
attract attention. For ft comparatively 
low growing 
tr^e Catalpa speciosa 


earta an unusually w.de^hadow.^ Its «—~ ^grow Wlect of dmy »nd

enough to make a good shade tree, and

Moreover, ttiey come in August when 
the flowering season of most trees is 
past. While this tree has been in com- 
merce for some years, it is not nearly 
so well known as most of the other 
kinds mentioned, and there is always a 
certain satisfaction in plantiny a novel- 
ty.Another tree which is not very widely 
known, "although it has been planted 
here an thers about the country for 
many years, is the Yellow Wood or Vir- 
gilla. It also has pea-shaped flowers, 
white, and hanging in long clusters like 
pendants from all the branches. It has 
a curious habit, however of blooming 
only every other year, and apparently 
practically every tree of this species 
in the country blooms the same set- 


One other shade tree that blooms I 


feel I ought to mention, because of its 
remarkably good qualities, although it 
hasn't been very widely distributed 
among the nur?eymen as yetw It'is 
called Aeanthopanax ricimfohum. 
it 


belongs to the Aralia family and has 
in July immense flower heads, creamy- 
white in color and often a foot across. 
The tree makes a very symmetrical 
growth, and has large leaves producing 
perfect shade. Moreover, it's a tree of 
very distinctive character, giving a tro- 
pical effect quite out of the ordinary. 
There are many other good trees 


which can be grown on the lawn and 
give a certain amount of shade, al- 
though they are not to be classed pri- 
marily as shade trees. In the list may 
be included the flowering cherries, and 
th flowering crabapples, with particular 
emphasis placed on Bechtel's Crab, a 
pood tree at all seasons, and forming 
when in bloom one of the loveliest pic- 
tures imaginable, looking as though 
covered with small pink roses. With 
such a tree upon which to feast one's 
eyes, ones feels that life is indeed well 
worth living

Finds That the Inntr Ring or "Crept 


Ring," •• It !• Known t* Attrono- 


mer«, It 2,000 Mitti Thick, 


Cambridge, Mass.—The Inner ring 


of the planet Saturn, known to astron- 
omers as the "crepe ring" on account 
of the fact that it is much less bril- 
liant than the others, has a thlcknest 
of 2,000 miles, while the other ring* 
are very much thinner, according to 
observations made by Prof. William 
H. Pickering of Harvard at the Hap. 
rard Astronomical station at Maude- 
ville, Jamaica. 


The thickness of the rings of Saturn 


is a matter which has long attracted 
the interest of astronomers. 
This 


planet is surrounded by what appears 
through a small telescope to be » 
single flat ring of exceeding thinness. 
Through a larger telescope this is 
seen to be In reality three concentric 
rings. 


Every sixteen years or so the earth 


passes through the plane of these 
rings, which are then In a position 
edgewise to the earth. So thin are 
they that for a while they disappear 
and cannot be seen until the earth 
moves out of their plane. This phenom- 
enon occurred on November 7 and 
will occur again on February 22 and 
August 3 of this year, after which 
there will be no opportunity of ob- 
serving it again for sixteen years. 


Professor Pickering reports that he 


observed the rings just before and 
after the November transit and found 
the inner ring to be thicker than the 
others, estimating it to be 2,000 miles 


i thick. 
He also reports that in the 


outer edge of the second ring the 
meteors seem to be more concentrated 
than elsewhere. 


Astronomers "believe these rings to 


be composed of innumerable small 
meteors revolving in dense swarms 
about the middle portions of the 
planet. 


Professor Pickering is also engaged 


in studying the "canals" on the planet 
Mars and in searching fdr the still 
undiscovered planet which is believed 
to revolve around the sun far outside 
the orbit of Neptune, the outermost 
planet yet discpvered in the solar 
system.

broken by the yards of Great Britain 
in 1920, when 618 vessels, of 2,055,624 
tons, were completed. The total of 
1919 was exceeded by 435,182 tons and 
the previous record figures of 1913 
by 142,371 tons, says Lloyd's Register. 


On the other hand, the figures given 


on the 1920 output of United States 
yards—509 vessels, of 2,476,253 tons 
—show a decrease of 1,599,132 tons, 
compared with 1919, this decrease ac- 
counting for over 92 per cent of the 
total reduction in tonnage launched 
abroad during 1920.

Our Boys and Girls 


Every young mother should be very 


careful to see that the baby is covered 
securely at night. If he is restless and 
kicks oft the bed clothing she should 
fasten the spreads and blankets on 
each side to the mattress with safety 
pins. When the baby is lying on her 
lap, no one should be allowed to talk 
to him from over his head at the back, 
as this frequently causes squinting.
